Dreretic. — Three meals a day, 
about five hours apart; eat slowly. 
chew well, stop at first feeling o

Eat brown bread always; drink 
one cup of fluid, at the end of the 
meal, cool, and not too sweet. Take 
all the foods and drinks cool. 

No. 1.—Ordinary Diet.—Breakfast:

Tea Meal: 6oz. to 80a 
bread as breakfast, with fresh fruit 
raw or stewed, gf og stuff. Cocoa 
or weak tea to drink Avoid sup- 
pers, and all food for at least three 
ours before going to bed. Cocoa or 
lemon-water may drunk at night 
before reti ing, if thirsty. This diet 
is for ordinary people with fair health, 
who take the world as they find it, 
— do not wish to be thought pecu- 


No. F. Z. M. Diet, — Breakfast 
and tea as in No. 1 diet. Drink cocoa, 
milk and water, or even water that 
has been boiled and allowed to cool, 
rather than tea or coffee. Dinner: 
Thick vegetable soup or stew made 
from carrot, turnip, onion, or other 


vegetables, thickened with pearl 
barley, rice, oatmeal, or wheatmeal ; 
savoury with a little butter, 
pepper, salt, and flavouring herbs ; 
eat when cool, with brown bread. Or 
have baked potatoes, another 
table, poached egg, bread, with onion 
or parsley sauce. Or marcaroni as in 
No. 3 diet ; if working hard bodily, 
have some peas, beans, or lent 
thoroughly well boiled, and eaten with

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Those engaged at hard work need no 
other ; the sedentary, and those in- 
door, should take two hours daily 
exercise, as walking, riding, cycling, 
rowing, cricket, football, or tennis. 
Those who cannot take it during the 
day, may take it night and morning ; 
most will find it beneficial to take a 
walk after evening meal before retir- 
ing. Bathing: Have a dry rub all 
over with a rough towel every morn- 
ing, or a lukewarm sponge bath, and 
a weekly wash all over with warm 
water.

MORE PRESS MISREPRESENTATIONS.

Tun following dispatch has been sent 
out from New York City by a press 
representative :— 

New York, Oct. 3.—The steam- 
ship Wyomtng brought to this port 
yesterday 110 Mormon Oonverts, 
mostly Germans, from Thuringia. 
Over of them are girls between 
the age of thirteen and eighteen. The 
entire lot is grouped in families, and 
efforts to discover any of them with- 
out a legal and natural guardian so 
they could be detained were of no 
avail, They go to Salt Lake City.” 

The facts in regard to the company 
of Saints which sailed from this 2 
in the Wyoming on the 21st of Sept. 
are as follows :—The total number of 
souls was 113, among whom were 
included nine returning missionaries. 
They were all with the exception of 
Elder James Clove, who has been 
laboring in Turkey, from Sweden, 
Denmark, Norway, Switzerland or

ALBERT OARRINGTON. 


ALkxar Carrington, who died at his 
residence at 18 minutes to 4 p.m. 
yesterday (Sept. 19th), was a member 
of the Quorum of Twelve Apostles 
from 1870 to 1885. He was born in 
Royalton, Windsor Co., Vermont, Jan. 
1813. He graduated in Dartmouth 
llege in the class of 1833, and for 
two or three years subsequentl taught 
school and studied law in Pennsyl- 
vania. From that State he removed 
to Wisconsin, where he engaged in 
lead mining until 1844. In 1841 he 
joined the Church of Jesus Christ of 
tter-day Saints in Wiota, Wis., 
and on the abandonment of his busi- 
ness in 1844, gathered to Nauvoo, 
This was at the very crisis of the 
troubles then occurring there, and 
just previous to the martyrdom of 
the prophet. He was with the Saints 
in their exodus, crossing the Missis- 
sippi River with his family, Feb. 9, 
1846, thus being one of the first to 
start for the Rocky Mountains. From 
the camp on Sugar Creek he went to 
Council Bluffs, and was the following 
year a member of the Pion who 
went to the G. S. L. Valley. He re- 
turned with President Brigham Young 
to _— the main body of the Saints, 
and journeyed to the mountains with 
them in 1848. 
At the organization of the wards of 
G. 8. L. City in February, 1849, Elder 


Carrington was chosen as second 
counselor to Bishop Heywood, of 
ward No. 17, which position he held 
for about six years. When the Pro- 
visional State of Deseret was orga- 
nized, he was elected assessor and 
collector. He also acted as the first 
clerk of the High Council in the Salt 
Lake Stake of Zion. After the orga- 
nization of Utah Territory, he was 
repeatedly elected a mem of the 
Council until 1868, when he was sent 
to England to preside over the Euro- 
pean Mission. He also acted for some 
time as editor of the Deseret News. 
After his return to Utah in 1870, he 
(J 3, one of the 
welve Aposties, to o vacancy 
caused by the death of Ezra T. Ben- 
son. Since then he has presided three 
times over the Euro Mission— 
namely, 1871-73, 1875-77,.and 1880-82. 
From April 1873, until President 
Young’s death, he acted as assistant 
Counselor to the President of the 
Church, and for more than twenty 
ears he was President Brigham 
oung’s secre and having 
9 one of the administrators 
of President Young’s estate, he la- 
bored in that capacity, after the Pre- 


sident’s death, until the business con- 


nected with the estate was settled and

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New York, Oct. 17th.—The reports respecting the railway collision at Stirling Oali- 
fornia, are most conflicting. The last well-established data affirms that as many as fifty 
persons were injured. 

Burrs, Mont., Sept. 30th.—The loss by yesterday’s fire is estimated at $350,000. The 
property was generally well insured. Three firemen were fatally hurt, and a number 
of others slightly. 


Roms, Sept. 30th.—Two express trains, running in opposite directions between Naples 
and Foggia, came in collision while running at a high rate of speed through a tunnel. 
Twenty carriages were smashed and fifty persons were killed and injured. 


The White Star steamer Adriatic, while crossing the Atlantic from New York on its 
last trip, had some lively experiences in the gale. A huge wave broke on the steamer’s 
deck, knocking down four passengers, one of whom was severely injured about the head. 


Nxw York, Oct. 17th.—The Island of Pelee, in Lake Erie, is suffering from a serious 
epidemic of smallpox. Great alarm has been caused in the communities along the lake, 
and both the American and Canadian suthorities have imposed rigorous quarantine 
against the island. 


New Lon, October 19th.—According to advices from Japan, which reached San 
Francisco to day, the districts of Aichiken and Haizagan were devasted in the middle of 
last month by a tremendous tidal wave. Two thousand houses were wrecked, and eight 
hundred persons were overwhelmed and drowned or killed. 


The British steamship Carlton, of Newcastle-on-Tyne, has been loading cotton at 
Savannah for Liverpool. On Wednesday night, Oct. 16th, the cargo caught fire, and 
soon got to burning fiercely, with little immediate prospect of the flames being 
quenched. The Carlton had already shipped 3,700 bales when the fire broke out. 

New York, Oct. 17th.—A collision occurred at Gibson, Nebraska, last night, between 
two passenger trains, owing to one of them leaving a side track to get upon the main 
line before the other, already on the main line, had passed. Both trains were traveling 
at eonsiderable speed, and the crash was terible. Fifty persons were injured, and three 
have since died; others are severely hurt. 


Orry oF Mirco (via Galveston), Sept. 29th.—The city of Celaya is almost entirely 
inundated. Many families have sought refuge in the former convent of Saint Francis. 
Railway traffic is impeded. Heavy storms are reported at Palenque and on the Guad- 
malian frontier. The floods at Celaya and Lagos continue. The National railroad 
trains will not be able to go through for several days. Passengers and mails are trans- 
ferred. 

GRAND Hav, Oct. lst.—A large part of the residence portion of this city was wiped 
out by fire this morning. Among the buildings burned are the Cutler House, one of the 
best hotels in Michigan; the residence of Dwight Cutler, a beautiful place filled with 
exquisite furniture, books, pictures and works of art; the residence of Mrs. Stoyton, T. 
A. Parris, Geo. D. Sanford, Capt. McCullom, and A. S. Kedsall; three churches—the

A Hanley correspondent say:—The fact that the serious nature of the Longton 
Colliery explosion has been understated is now made clear. Thirty-seven bodies have 
been recovered. Twenty-five bodies are known to be lying in one of the seams, and one 
miner is buried beneath a fall of coal in another seam. The officials who are in a position 
to speak with authority say that the number of dead is seventy-five. Some of these may 
never be reached. At present it is impossible to reach the bodies known to be lying in 
the pit, owing to the accumulating foul gas, but all that can be done is being done to 
restore ventilation, and cut off the fire which is burning in one part of the mine,—

GOD'S SOVEREIGNTY AND PROVIDENCE

JEREMIAH informs us that there is an order established according to which 
the natural phenomena we have spoken of are manifested. He says: When 
he (God) uttereth his voice there is a multitude of waters in the heavens, and 
he causeth the vapors to ascend from the ends of the earth; he maketh light- 
nings with rain, and bringeth forth the winds out of his treasures” (Jer. x, 
13). The testimony of the Psalmist has respect to a wider field, for he says: 
He sendeth forth his commandment upon earth: his word runneth very 
swiftly. He giveth snow like wool: he scattereth the hoarfrost like ashes. 
He casteth forth ice like morsels: who can stand before his cold? He send- 
eth out his word, and melteth them; he causeth his winds to blow, and the 
waters flow. . . Praise the Lord from the earth, ye dragons, and all 
deeps: Fire, and hail; snow and vapors; stormy wind fulfilling his word” 
(Psalms cxlvii, 15—18, and cxlviii, 7, 8). From these Scriptures we under- 
stand that snow, frost, ice, cold, stormy winds, rain, hail, vapors, lightning, 
fire, etc., are all subject to the will and command of God, and none of them 
appear except in accordance with His will. His goodness and providence 
manifest them at times in the earth in a beneficial measure; but when they 
come carrying terror and destruction in their path, they are sure signs of His 
displeasure. He expressly states this fact, saying: “ Hast thou entered into 
the treasures of the snow? or hast thou seen the treasures of the hail, which 
I have reserved against the time of trouble, against the day of battle and 
war?” (Job xxxviii, 22, 23). : 

Isaiah corroborates the statements made by Job, and he further informs 
us when the day of battle and war is to come, namely, when the breach of 
God's people is to be bound up—a time near at hand. He says: 


And there shall be upon e igh mountain, and upon every bigh bill, 
rivers and streams of — in the of the great 2 ter, when the towers 


fall. Moreover the light of the moon shall be as the light of the sun, and the 
light of the sun shall be sevenfold, as the light of seven days, in the oF that 
the Lord bindeth up the breach of his people, and healeth the stroke of their 
wound. Behold, the name of the Lord cometh from far, burning with his 
anger, and the burden thereof is heavy: his lips are full of indignation, and 
his tongue as a devouring fire: and his breath, as an overflowing stream, shall 
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reach to the midst of the neck, to sift the nations with the sieve of vanity: 
and there shall be a bridle in the jaws of the people, causing them to err. 
Ye shall have a song, as in the night when a holy solemnity is kept; and glad- 
ness of heart, as when one goeth with a Fire to come into the mountain of 
the ager the mighty One of Israel. And the Lord shall cause his glorious 
voice to be heard, and shall shew the lighting down of his arm, with the in- 
dignation of his anger, and with the flame of a devouring fire, with the scat- 
tering, and tempest, and hailstones (Isa. xxx, 25—30). 


The Revelator shows us also that the elements are controlled by the power 
of God, and manifest themselves according to His pleasure, His statements 
have reference to events to transpire in the future. He says: 


And the seventh angel poured out his vial into the air; and there came a 
great voice out of the temple of heaven, from the throne, saying, It is done, 

d there were voices, and thunders, and lightnings; and there was a great 
earthquake, such as was not since men were upon the earth, so mighty an 
earthquake, and so great. And the 2 city was divided into three parta, 
and the cities of the nations fell: and great Babylon came in remembrance 
before God, to give unto her the cup of the wine of the fierceness of his wrath. 
And every island fled away, and the mountains were not found. And there 
fell upon men a t hail out of heaven, every stone about the weight of a 
talent: and men blasphemed God because of the plague of the hail; for the 
plague thereof was exceeding great (Rev. 17—21). 

Speaking of the judgments that are to come upon Gog, the Lord says: 
“ And I will plead against him with pestilence and with blood; and I will 
rain upon him, and upon his bands, and upon the many people that are with 
him, an overflowing rain, and great hailstones, fire and brimstone (Ezek. 
xxxviii, 22). These passages teach us, substantially, that the Almighty 
treasures up the elements, and employs them for the accomplishment of His 
purposes. A remarkable illustration of the manner in which He does this is 
recorded as follows:— 

And the Lord said unto Joshua, Fear them not: for I have delivered them 
into thine hand ; there shall not a man of them stand before thee. Joshua 
therefore came unto them suddenly, and went up from Gilgal all night. And 
the Lord discomfited them before 3 and slew them with a great slaughter 
at Gibeon, and chased them along the way that goeth up to Beth-horon, and 
smote them to Azekah, and unto Makkedah. And it came to pass, as they 
fled from before Israel, and were in the going down to Beth-horon, that the 
Lord cast down great stones from heaven upon them unto Azekah, and the 
died : They were more which died with hailstones than they whom the child- 
ren of Israel slew with the sword. Then spake Joshua to the Lord in the 
— when the Lord delivered up the Amorites before the children of — 
and he said in the sight of Israel, Sun, stand thou still upon Gibeon; 
thou, Moon, in the valley of Ajalun And the sun stood still, and the moon 
stayed, until the people avenged themselves upon their enemies. Is not 
this written in the book of Jasher? So the sun stood still in the midst of 
heaven, and hasted not to go down about a whole day. And there was no 
day like that before it or r it, that the Lord hearkened unto the voice of 
a man: for the Lord fought for (Josh. x, 8-14). 


It is with the same agencies that the Lord purposes to fight for Israel here- 
after, as we are assured by the testimony of the prophets, which has been 
produced already. His controlling power over them must, therefore, be 
absolute. 

Earthquakes are likewise brought about by God’s power. A general pro- 
position to this effect is affirmed by Job, who says: Who (God) removeth the 


— 
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mountains, and they know not ; who overturneth them in his anger. Who 
shaketh the earth out of her place, and the pillars thereof tremble” (Job ix, 
5, 6). The terrible phenomena of earthquakes are manifested because God is 
angry, “ For the earth shook and trembled ; the foundation of heaven moved 
and shook because he was wroth” (2 Sam. xxii, 8). See also the 18th verse 
of the quotation from Revelation just given. 

An example of the practical application of this truth is found in connec- 
tion with the history of Korah and his company, who murmured against 
Moses and endeavored to divide the congregation of Israel. It is related as 
follows : 


If these men die the common death of all men, or if they be visited after 
the visitation of all men: then the Lord hath not sent me. But if the Lord 
make a new thing, and the earth open her mouth, and swallow them up, with 
all that appertain unto them, and they go down quick into the pit; then ye 
shall understand that these men have provoked the Lord. And it came to 
pass, as he had made an end of speaking all these w that the ground 
clave asunder that was under them : And the earth opened her mouth, and 
swallowed them up, and their houses, and all the men that appertained unto 
Korah, and all their They, and all that appertained to them, went down 
alive into the pit, and the earth closed upon them: and they perished. from 
among the congregation. (Numb. xvi, 29-33). 


It is God, too, who brings about the changes in the seasons as we learn 
from the prophet who says: And he changeth the times and the seasons: 
he removeth kings, and setteth up kings: he giveth wisdom unto the wise, 
and knowledge to them that know understanding (Dan. ii, 21). The remark- 
able climatic changes which have occurred of late years in England and other 
countries, are not, therefore, due to chance ; but nature is operating accord- 
ing to the will and command of God. 

Our space is too limited to allow us to pursue our subject to the length 
we desire. Thus far we have found the hand of the Lord in all things that 
we have noticed ; and the following Scriptures acquaint us with the fact that 
none of the affairs of this world are outside the domain of His sovereignty 
and providence. The apostle writes: For who hath known the mind of the 
Lord 1 or who hath been his counsellor? Or who hath first given to him, 
and it shall be recompensed unto him again? For of him, and through him, 
and to him, are all things: to whom be glory for ever. Amen” (Rom. xi, 
34-36). Again: “ But to us there is but one God, the Father, of whom are 
all things, and we in him; and one Lord Jesus Christ, by whom are all things, 
and we by him (1 Cor. viii, 6). ; 

Nothing has yet been said concerning the special guardian care which God 
exercises over his chosen people ; and attention shall now be turned thereto. 
In order that we may be enabled to appreciate, as fully as possible, the 
character and extent of His operations in behalf of Israel, a few facts con- 
nected with the history of the ancient Jews shall be considered. It came 
to pass in process of time, that the king of Egypt died: and the children of 
Israel sighed by reason of the bondage, and they cried, and their cry came 
up unto God by reason of the bondage. And God heard their groaning, and 
God remembered his covenant with Abraham, with Isaac, and with Jacob. 
And God looked upon the children of Israel, and God had respect unto them ” 


(Ex. ii, 23-25). They were nota very good people, being full of unbelief ; but,

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nevertheless, they were the children of the covenant, and one result of their 
cries and groans was the commissioning of a mighty angel by divine power to 
protect them, and bring them out of bondage. Moses speaks of this occur- 
rence as follows: And when we cried unto the Lord, he heard our voice, 
and sent an angel (Num. x, 16). Moses himself was chosen by the Almighty 
to be the chief human instrument in His hands for the deliverance of Israel, 
and he was also to be taken under the divine protection, for the Lord said unto 
him: Therefore now go, lead the people unto the place of which I have 
spoken unto thee: behold, mine angel shall go before thee” (Ex. xxxii, 34). 
An illustration of the remarkable manner in which the angelic succor was 
extended to Israel, is found in an event which took place soon after the 
people of God set out from the land of Egypt. The occurrence is related 
thus: And the angel of God, which went before the camp of Israel, removed 
and went behind them; and the pillar of the cloud went from before 
their face, and stood behind them: And it came between the camp of the 
Egyptians and the camp of Israel ; and it was a cloud and darkness to them, 
but it gave light by night to these; so that the one came not near 
the other all the night” (Ex. xiv, 19, 20). | 
Thus we see that the duty of the angel was twofold, viz, to lead the peo- 
ple, and to confound their enemies. The vigilance of the guardian angel of 
Israel, and the promptitude with which he adopted measures for the pro- 
tection of his charge, are commended to the special attention of the Saints 
The providential escape of the Israelites from their foes by the dividing of 
the waters of the Red Sea, is so well known that no special mention of it need 
be made. When the time arrived for Moses to yield up his life, the command 
of the people was entrusted to Joshua, under whom the Israelites entered the 
land of their inheritance. But though there was a change in the leadership 
the divine assistance was not diminished in the least. When the chief autho- 
rity was about to be conferred upon Joshua, Moses said to him: “ And the 
Lord, he it is that doth go before thee: he will be with thee, he will not fail 
thee, neither forsake thee: fear not, neither be dismayed” (Deut. xxxi, 8). 
The manner in which this promise was fulfilled may be learned from the 
following narration of a remarkable event which occurred just after the 
Israelites entered the promised land: “ And it came to pass, when Joshua 
was by Jericho, that he lifted up his eyes and looked, and, behold, there 


stood a man over against him with his sword drawn in his hand: and Joshua 
went unto him, and said uoto him, Art thou for us, or for our adversaries? 
And he said, Nay; but as captain of the host of the Lord am I now come. 
And Joshua fell on his face to the earth, and did worship, and said unto him, 
What saith my lord unto his servant? And the captain of the Lord’s host 
said unto Joshua, Loose thy shoe from off thy foot; for the place whereon 
thou standest is ** And Joshua did so” (Josh. v, 13—15). The glorious 
rsonage who, as the captain of the Lord’s host, stood before Joshua, was 
oubtless the Lord Himself. In a matter of no greater importance than the 
capture of a city, He took upon Himself the sole direction of affairs He 
was there, sword in hand, guiding and directing every movement. Thus 
from the time when the prayers of Israel first ascended into the ears of the 
Lord, His people were taken under His special.care and protection. Angels 
were appointed to guide and guard them, and, when necessary, the Lord took. 
upon Himself the immediate direction of affairs, |

A big fire on the 5th inst. was burning in the mountains south. of Paradise 
The clouds of smoke were plainly visible from Logan. 

The territorial Fair of 1889 was duly opened in Salt Lake city Wednesday 
noon, Oct. 2nd. It totally eclipsed any former effort of the kind in the history 
of the Territory. Governor Thomas made an eloquent opening en whi 
was greeted with loud and prolonged applause. 

Last evening, Sept. 30th, Harry Wells, a R G. W. brakesman, was beotght 
toSelt Lake City, and taken tothe hospital. He met with an accident near Franck- 

u, while coupling cars, being caught between the bumpers and badly crushed.

About noon on the lat inst, a haystack belonging to 
President Angus M. Cannon, on his premises a short distance southwest of 
the city, took fire and was soon enveloped in flames. As the stack contained from 
forty-five to fifty tons of bay, it made quite a large blase. The cause was a 
spark from a Rio Grande Western engine. Later :—The firemen and apparatus 
reached the scene of the fire with all the speed practicable, but, owing to the 
distance to be traversed, too late to be of any service. The stack was almost 


wholly consumed, but no other property wasdestroyed. 
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Pamror, Acomrt,—About three p.m. Wednesday, “Oct 2nd, Johuny 
Edwards, thé ten year old son of J. R. Edwards, met with a serious accident 
at the U. and N. yard where, it appears, he was playing at the time. He 
climbed up into helper No. 94 for a drink of water, and as the engine was 
leaving the turn-table while he was attempting to descend, he missed his footing 
and fell violently to the ground, fracturing both bones of the left and one of 
the right arm. The injure 1 boy was taken to the home of his parents and 
Dr. Ormsby called to set the broken bones. It was very fortunate that the 
injury was not more serious; bad as it was, for had he fallen further forward 
he would surely have been crushed under the wheels of the locomotive. 
No blame is attached to the railroad employes who rendered every possible 
assistance after the accident occurred. 

The People’s Equitable Oo-op. is doing a large business, considering its 
limited capacity. The sales average more than $10,000 per month, and it has 
only been in existence one year. It will be remembered that a 15 per cent 
dividend on the capital stock invested was declared at the expiration of the 
first six months in addition to allowing a rebate of 5 per cent to purchasers, 
On the second six months, just ended, a dividend of 12 per cent has been 
declared for the stockholders, after setting aside sufficient to redeem 
all the 5 per cent rebate checks held by customers, and carrying $400 to the 
reserved fund. Both the rebate and dividend will be payable on the 10th 
inst. Twenty-seven per cent per annum on money invested is a heavy profit 
—too heavy, some would say, but it is doubtless due to the limited capital 
being turned over so frequently, rather than to high prices having been 
charged: Instead of checks being given to country customers during confer- 
ence, which they would probably not find it convenient to keep and collect 
the rebate on, the superintendent has decided to give n 
made stockings and mittens to purchasers.
